Hh the ſaid Moſes Pitt having the advantage of makirg uſe of di- 


vers Plates alrcady Graven, but more eſpecially of thoſe of 

Fanſſons Atlas, doth deſign by renewing and regulating divers 

of them, and by adding many new Plates, togciuzer with new 
Deſcriptions throughout, to Print a compl-at Colletion or Maps, Tobles, 
or Del:neations ol the Heavens, Earth, and Seas, witu tlicir feverai ;-:rts, 
in {uci! manner, that all the Maps ſhall have the fame ſituation of North and 
South ; and all things ſhall be as exaCtly and particularly deſcrib'd, as can be 
done by the help ot all the Maps and Delineations already extant u: Yrint, 
and of as many others as can be procured, of ſeveral things an. places formerly 
but impertectly deſcrib'd ; as alſo of divers late and new diſcoveries of parts 
heretotore unknown, or not taken notice of as yet in any Maps. 

IT. To each of theſe Maps or Delineations he intends to add an Alphabet 
of all the places contain'd therein, with dire&ions how to find them ; as 
likewiſe an Explanation or Hiſtory proper thereunto,in ſheets by themſelves, 
to be done by a Geographer approv'd by the perſons hereafter mention'd to 
be the Directors of the whole Work. 
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HI. He will Print the whole Work in as good Paper and Characer as an 
of thoſe already Printed by Bl/acr, Janſſon, Saxfon, or any otter. 

IV. Whereas the Atiases of Bleu and Faxſſon arc uſually compreizxended in 
Eleven Volumes in Folio, in ail the Languages hitherto Printed ; ;t 15 intended 
that this Atlas in the Eng/i/h Tongue, thall Le printed in Eleven Volumes like- 
wite, each Volume to Le told to the Subſcriber at the rate ot Forty ſhillings 
in Quires. But it thoſe Gentlemen that are concern'd in the management 
of it, ſhall think fit to contrive it in tewer Volumes, it ſhall full Le at the 
ratc of Forty thillings a Volume ; or it ſo many uſetul Maps can Le pro- 
cured, that they ſhall think fir to make it 7welve Volumes, it thall ſtil] Le 
at no more then Forty ihillings a Volume; and each Volume Loth in num- 
ber of Maps and Deſcriptions, ſhall nor conſiſt of leſs than fiity-five ſheet 
Maps and ntry-five printed ſheets of 'Lables and Deſcriptions, one with the 
other, according to the judgment of the Directors:

Vil. The firſt Volume deſigned to Legin withall, 15 chat which contains 
the Maps ot the Low Conntriev, and of the V,c{t part of Germany, which are 
the cliict Seat of the preicnt War, Letore whuch 1s to te added an Intro- 
duction to Geography, ſuch as ſhall te adviled by the perſons aiter-named, 
rogerher with a Map of the Terreſtrial Globe, and Maps of the greater 
Dw1ſions or Parts of the Earth. "This Volume 1s intended to be complcated 
betore the four and twenticth of the next enſuing March. The next Volume 
deſign'd, is the reſt of Germazy, intended to be compleated within tour months 
aiter the ſaid four and twenticth day of March. The faid time proportionably 
allow'd for the compleating of all the reſt ; Unleſs it be judged necellary by 
the Directors, that a longer time be allow'd for ſome ot the Volumes.
